During the 1984-85 school year at 
P.C.H.S., faculty members maintained 
their teaching and coaching assignments 
from the previous year. However, three 
new cooks, Laura Epplin, Barbara Brand, 
and Eunice Schrader, were added to the 
P.C.HSS. staff. 

Carol Camp, who took a year’s leave 
of absense for the 1983-84 school year, 
resigned her position at P.C.H.S. She 
had taught Math classes, P.E. classes, 
and coached various sports during her 
eight years here.

A 
team of approximately 25 teachers, 
professors, and administrators came to 
P.C.H.S. for a three day visit at the end 
of April to evaluate the faculty in the 
categories mentioned previously. This 
evaluation is necessary in order for our 
high school to remain accredited.
